UP)— The United States told the 
United Nations Security Council to- 
day that this country would never 
consent to any international plan 
for the reduction of arms 
until 
"concrete 
and enforceable safe- 
guards" had been set up to make 
sure there will be no violations. 
This declaration came from War- 
ren R. Austin, U. S. delegate, as 
he laid before the council a resolu- 
tion providing that the United Na- 
tions give top priority to atomic 
control in . the pending discussions 
of world-wide arms reduction, 
'. Austin made it clear that 
the 
United States not only would in- 
sjst on priority for atomic control 
but that it would also demand an 
airtight system of international se- 
curity, including a world 
police 
force and inspection agencies, be- 
fore it would agree to slash its 
armaments. 


He also declared that the con- 
clusion of peace treaties with Gre- 
many and Japan "have a direct 
bearing on the prospects for the 
reduction and regulation of arma- 
ments and armed forcess" and in- 
dicated that the progress made by 
the council in its arms discussions 
would depend partly on the out- 
come of th epeace treaties. 


Taking the floor as the council 
began its general debate on five

I was one of a half dozen or 
so palpitating neople who met the 
president the other day at a brief 
news conference which had all the 
earmarks of a radio quiz program. 
Each reporter was trying to throw 
him the $64 question. 
To see the president your name 
must be submitted in advance. You 
go in through the northwest gate 
to the White House and a guard 
scrutinizes your identity card sus- 
piciously. You remember uneasily 
that when you were six years old 
you stole a nickel to buy an ice 
cream cone. And you feel absolute- 
ly certain the 
guard knows you 


did, 
too. 


You enter the west wing and a 


presidential aide groups the new- 
comers together in an ante cham- 
ber off the lobby. You feel exactly 
like John Wilkes Booth us a couple 
of husky Secret Service men move 
around 
watchfully, 
occasionally 
shooting keen glances at you. It 
gives you a strange feeling of guilt. 


At the conference hour the duor

UP)— The United States told the 
United Nations Security Council to- 
day that this country would never 
consent to any international plan 
for the reduction of arms 
until

and enforceable safe- 
guards" had been set up to make 
sure there will be no violations. 
This declaration came from War- 
ren R. Austin, U. S. delegate, as 
he laid before the council a resolu- 
tion providing that the United Na- 
tions give top priority to atomic 
control in . the pending discussions 
of world-wide arms reduction, 
'. Austin made it clear that 
the 
United States not only would in- 
sjst on priority for atomic control 
but that it would also demand an 
airtight system of international se- 
curity, including a world

He also declared that the con- 
clusion of peace treaties with Gre- 
many and Japan "have a direct 
bearing on the prospects for the 
reduction and regulation of arma- 
ments and armed forcess" and in- 
dicated that the progress made by 
the council in its arms discussions 
would depend partly on the out- 
come of th epeace treaties.

I was one of a half dozen or 
so palpitating neople who met the 
president the other day at a brief 
news conference which had all the 
earmarks of a radio quiz program.

You 
go in through the northwest gate 
to the White House and a guard 
scrutinizes your identity card sus- 
piciously. You remember uneasily 
that when you were six years old 
you stole a nickel to buy an ice 
cream cone.

UP)— The United States told the 
United Nations Security Council to- 
day that this country would never 
consent to any international plan 
for the reduction of arms 
until 
"concrete 
and enforceable safe- 
guards" had been set up to make 
sure there will be no violations. 
This declaration came from War- 
ren R. Austin, U. S. delegate, as 
he laid before the council a resolu- 
tion providing that the United Na- 
tions give top priority to atomic 
control in . the pending discussions 
of world-wide arms reduction, 
'. Austin made it clear that 
the 
United States not only would in- 
sjst on priority for atomic control 
but that it would also demand an 
airtight system of international se- 
curity, including a world 
police 
force and inspection agencies, be- 
fore it would agree to slash its 
armaments. 


He also declared that the con- 
clusion of peace treaties with Gre- 
many and Japan "have a direct 
bearing on the prospects for the 
reduction and regulation of arma- 
ments and armed forcess" and in- 
dicated that the progress made by 
the council in its arms discussions 
would depend partly on the out- 
come of th epeace treaties.

I was one of a half dozen or 
so palpitating neople who met the 
president the other day at a brief 
news conference which had all the 
earmarks of a radio quiz program. 
Each reporter was trying to throw 
him the $64 question. 
To see the president your name 
must be submitted in advance. You 
go in through the northwest gate 
to the White House and a guard 
scrutinizes your identity card sus- 
piciously. You remember uneasily 
that when you were six years old 
you stole a nickel to buy an ice 
cream cone. And you feel absolute- 
ly certain the 
guard knows you 


did, 
too. 


You enter the west wing and a 


presidential aide groups the new- 
comers together in an ante cham- 
ber off the lobby. You feel exactly 
like John Wilkes Booth us a couple 
of husky Secret Service men move

watchfully,

shooting keen glances at you. It 
gives you a strange feeling of guilt. 


At the conference hour the duor

UP)— The United States told the 
United Nations Security Council to- 
day that this country would never 
consent to any international plan 
for the reduction of arms 
until 
"concrete 
and enforceable safe- 
guards" had been set up to make 
sure there will be no violations. 
This declaration came from War- 
ren R. Austin, U. S. delegate, as 
he laid before the council a resolu- 
tion providing that the United Na- 
tions give top priority to atomic 
control in . the pending discussions 
of world-wide arms reduction, 
'. Austin made it clear that 
the 
United States not only would in- 
sjst on priority for atomic control 
but that it would also demand an 
airtight system of international se- 
curity, including a world

He also declared that the con- 
clusion of peace treaties with Gre- 
many and Japan "have a direct 
bearing on the prospects for the 
reduction and regulation of arma- 
ments and armed forcess" and in- 
dicated that the progress made by 
the council in its arms discussions 
would depend partly on the out- 
come of th epeace treaties.

Every homerftaker in Hempstead 
ounty owes it to himself to pro- 
ide adequate first aid materials 
nd facilities W attend, the frequent 
minor injuries -incurred in 
farm 
vork. These materials should be 
vailable both in the farm home 
nd at convenient -points about the 
armstead. 
The national Safdty Council sug- 
[ests that a • homemade first aid 
it containing the essential medica- 
ons and drugs may -serve in place 
f the most-costly-prepared first 
id kit on the market. A tight box, 
areferably metal'{ind similar to a 
mall cash-box-or. fishing tackle 
jox will serve, as a .suitable con- 
ainer for the kit. 
Minimum requirements for the 
;it are: rolls.: of adhesive' tape of 
'arying widths;.sterile cottonj swab 
nd sticks; sterile white cloth for 
arge bandages and tourniquets; 
natches; ointment for burns; tinc- 
ure of iodine, boric acid; tincture 
f merthiolate; incture of bensoin; 
iquid green soap or benzine; rub- 
ing alcohol. 
The National Safety Council sug- 
ests the following specific sugges- 
ions for first aid treatment. 
For bruises and scratches'and af- 
er removal of splinters, apply an 
•antiseptic, then a sterile bandage.

Every homerftaker in Hempstead 
ounty owes it to himself to pro- 
ide adequate first aid materials 
nd facilities W attend, the frequent 
minor injuries -incurred in 
farm 
vork. These materials should be 
vailable both in the farm home 
nd at convenient -points about the 
armstead. 
The national Safdty Council sug- 
[ests that a • homemade first aid 
it containing the essential medica- 
ons and drugs may -serve in place 
f the most-costly-prepared first 
id kit on the market. A tight box, 
areferably metal'{ind similar to a 
mall cash-box-or. fishing tackle 
jox will serve, as a .suitable con- 
ainer for the kit. 
Minimum requirements for the 
;it are: rolls.: of adhesive' tape of 
'arying widths;.sterile cottonj swab 
nd sticks; sterile white cloth for 
arge bandages and tourniquets; 
natches; ointment for burns; tinc- 
ure of iodine, boric acid; tincture 
f merthiolate; incture of bensoin; 
iquid green soap or benzine; rub- 
ing alcohol. 
The National Safety Council sug- 
ests the following specific sugges- 
ions for first aid treatment. 
For bruises and scratches'and af- 
er removal of splinters, apply an 
•antiseptic, then a sterile bandage.

[ests that a • homemade first aid 
it containing the essential medica- 
ons and drugs may -serve in place 
f the most-costly-prepared first 
id kit on the market. A tight box, 
areferably metal'{ind similar to a 
mall cash-box-or. fishing tackle 
jox will serve, as a .suitable con- 
ainer for the kit. 
Minimum requirements for the 
;it are: rolls.: of adhesive' tape of 
'arying widths;.sterile cottonj swab 
nd sticks; sterile white cloth for 
arge bandages and tourniquets; 
natches; ointment for burns; tinc- 
ure of iodine, boric acid; tincture 
f merthiolate; incture of bensoin;

an engineer on the staff for war- 
fare analysis of the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, making "confiden- 
tial studies on the reoccupation of 
Europe;" and went to the W. P. B. 
in September 1943 as "senior in- 
dustrial analyst devising methods 
and standards for determining ma- 
terial and equipment requirements 
of manufacturing 
plants 
and 


military 
construction projects." 


From May, 1943, 
to 
January, 


1045, 
he was "special assistant 
to 


the program vice chairman," act-

when he was not a citizen of the 
United States. He was naturalized 
on Feb. 2G, 1046, when he received 
special treatment in 
the 
federal 
court ih Alexandria, Va., being ad- 
mitted to citizenship 34 days after 
his petition was filed. He Had been 
admitted 
for 
"permanent 
resi- 
dence" in December, ; 1940,. but 
had left the country three times, 
once on government business ana 
had been legally 
re-admitted 
as 
often. 


Deutch's fiflal process was expe- 
dited at the request of Lieut. -Gen.' 
Lucias D. Clay, our deputy mili- 
tary gdvernor for Germany, on the 
ground that his services Were re- 
quired in Germany arid that 
he 


could not be sent there except as 
an American citizen. 
Now 
Mr. 


Deutch says he did not go to Ger- 
many following his naturalization 
but remained at his duties 
in 
Washington by request .of his su- 
perior in the office -of war mobili- 
zation. He has since left the gov- 
ernment service and 
opened 
his 


own practice as an engineer, 
j 


He said he had no 
"political" 
sponsors but that he' was recom- 
mehded for government service fay 
Col. Howard E. Bennion, 
of 
the 


Edison Electrical Institute, George 
Messersmith, then our ambassador 
to Mexico, and others. He says 
he was first 
employed 
by 
the 


board of economic warfare —but 
after Henry Wallace had left that 
bureau r— to give information on 
the location of power, plants 
in 


Germany, and that he has .never 
met Wallace. Mr. Deutch says he 
never was "a policy guy'! in any 
of his government 
positions 
but 
was just an engineer giving good 
advice. 
' 


He was born in, Smolensk, Rus- 
sia, in 1907, was 34 at the time of 
Pearl Harbor, was deferred in the 
draft on the request 
of 
govern- 


ment agencies throughout the war 
and was an alien throughout his 
government service. However 
he 


did request induction and Bradley 
Dewey, of Cambridge, 
Mass. , a 


Republican, who was rubber direc- 
tor in 
the 'War 
Administration, 
writes that he "had to tie 
him 
down 'to keep him from throwing 
up his job and enlisting as a com- 
luon seaman." 


"He is not only an American," 
Mr. Dewey writes, "but as good an 
anti-Communist as you or I ever 
thought of being and he is essen- 
tially anti-bureaucrat." 


Senator E. H. Moore, of Okla- 


homa, 
became 
interested 
in 


Deutch's career on the representa- 
tions of certain oil men that the in- 
dustry could have provided a na- 
tive American to d o the 
same 


work at least as 'well. 
He 
ad- 


dressed inquiries to the Office "of 
War Mobilization and 
Reconver- 
sion and received a long pedigree. 
The O. W. M. reported that Deutch 
was employed as a junior engineer 
in Belgium from July 1929 to April 
1930; 
worked in New York for a 
public utility holding company un- 
til August 1942 when he became 
an engineer on the staff for war- 
fare analysis of the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, making "confiden- 
tial studies on the reoccupation of 
Europe;" and went to the W. P. B. 
in September 1943 as "senior in- 
dustrial analyst devising methods 
and standards for determining ma- 
terial and equipment requirements 
of manufacturing 
plants 
and 


military 
construction projects." 


From May, 1943, 
to 
January, 


1045, 
he was "special assistant 
to 


the program vice chairman," act- 
ing for him as' principal contact 
with the War Petroleum Adminis- 
tration, the Army-Navy Petroleum 
Board, the fuel branch of the army 
air forces, the officer of the rub- 
ber director and other agencies "to 
plan and expedite the aviation gas- 
oline, synthetic rubber and co-re- 
lated programs." From January to 
July, 1945, he had "supervision of 
the high octaine, carbon black Rus- 
sian refinery and other urgent war 
programs." 


In June, 1946, Walter S. Halla- 


nan, of the Plymouth Oil Co., of 
Pittsburgh, addressed the eastern 
district of the American Petroleum 
Institute, in Pittsburgh, and com- 
plained that Deulch, 
an alien at 


that time, had been placed in au- 
thority over the efforts of Ameri- 
cans who had developed the ma- 
terial and scientific resources 
of 


the Industry which was perform- 
in^ prodigious duties. 


Reviewing the war record of the 


industry, Mr. Hallanan argued that 
the only reason why it could meet 
th(j war's demands was that it had 
developed under competititve free 
enterprise. 
"As important as the 


physical facilities," he said, mean- 
ing the wells, the refining system 
and the pipe lines, "were the skill 
and genius of the industry's tech- 
nicians who gave us synthetic rub- 
ber, 
toluene, 
rust 
preventives, 


flame-thrower material, 
the fel- 
lied gasoline bomb, asphalt for air- 
fields, kerosene for smoke-screens, 
wax for packaging food and ->quip- 
ment, petroleum coke for alumi- 
num and 500 other petroleum prod- 
ucts." 


"Almost seven billion barrels of 


oil had to be producted between 
December, 1941, and August, 1945, 
for the United States and its al- 
lies," he said, 'and more 
than 


five and one half billion of it- came 
from the United States."

United States. He was naturalized 
on Feb. 2G, 1046, when he received

court ih Alexandria, Va., being ad- 
mitted to citizenship 34 days after 
his petition was filed. He Had been 
admitted 
for 
"permanent 
resi- 
dence" in December, ; 1940,. but 
had left the country three times, 
once on government business ana 
had been legally 
re-admitted 
as 
often. 


Deutch's fiflal process was expe- 
dited at the request of Lieut. -Gen.' 
Lucias D. Clay, our deputy mili- 
tary gdvernor for Germany, on the 
ground that his services Were re- 
quired in Germany arid that 
he 


could not be sent there except as 
an American citizen. 
Now 
Mr. 


Deutch says he did not go to Ger- 
many following his naturalization 
but remained at his duties 
in 
Washington by request .of his su- 
perior in the office -of war mobili- 
zation. He has since left the gov- 
ernment service and 
opened 
his 


own practice as an engineer, 
j 


He said he had no 
"political" 
sponsors but that he' was recom- 
mehded for government service fay 
Col. Howard E. Bennion, 
of 
the 


Edison Electrical Institute, George 
Messersmith, then our ambassador 
to Mexico, and others. He says 
he was first 
employed 
by 
the 


board of economic warfare —but 
after Henry Wallace had left that 
bureau r— to give information on 
the location of power, plants 
in 


Germany, and that he has .never 
met Wallace. Mr. Deutch says he 
never was "a policy guy'! in any 
of his government 
positions 
but 
was just an engineer giving good 
advice. 
' 


He was born in, Smolensk, Rus- 
sia, in 1907, was 34 at the time of 
Pearl Harbor, was deferred in the 
draft on the request 
of 
govern- 


ment agencies throughout the war 
and was an alien throughout his 
government service. However 
he 


did request induction and Bradley 
Dewey, of Cambridge, 
Mass. , a 


Republican, who was rubber direc- 
tor in 
the 'War 
Administration, 
writes that he "had to tie 
him 
down 'to keep him from throwing 
up his job and enlisting as a com- 
luon seaman." 


"He is not only an American," 
Mr. Dewey writes, "but as good an 
anti-Communist as you or I ever 
thought of being and he is essen- 
tially anti-bureaucrat." 


Senator E. H. Moore, of Okla- 


homa, 
became 
interested 
in 


Deutch's career on the representa- 
tions of certain oil men that the in- 
dustry could have provided a na- 
tive American to d o the 
same 


work at least as 'well. 
He 
ad- 


dressed inquiries to the Office "of 
War Mobilization and 
Reconver- 
sion and received a long pedigree. 
The O. W. M. reported that Deutch 
was employed as a junior engineer 
in Belgium from July 1929 to April 
1930; 
worked in New York for a 
public utility holding company un- 
til August 1942 when he became 
an engineer on the staff for war- 
fare analysis of the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, making "confiden- 
tial studies on the reoccupation of 
Europe;" and went to the W. P. B. 
in September 1943 as "senior in- 
dustrial analyst devising methods 
and standards for determining ma- 
terial and equipment requirements 
of manufacturing 
plants 
and 


military 
construction projects." 


From May, 1943, 
to 
January, 


1045, 
he was "special assistant 
to 


the program vice chairman," act- 
ing for him as' principal contact 
with the War Petroleum Adminis- 
tration, the Army-Navy Petroleum 
Board, the fuel branch of the army 
air forces, the officer of the rub- 
ber director and other agencies "to 
plan and expedite the aviation gas- 
oline, synthetic rubber and co-re- 
lated programs." From January to 
July, 1945, he had "supervision of 
the high octaine, carbon black Rus- 
sian refinery and other urgent war 
programs."

developed under competititve free 
enterprise. 
"As important as the 


physical facilities," he said, mean- 
ing the wells, the refining system 
and the pipe lines, "were the skill 
and genius of the industry's tech-

Deutch's fiflal process was expe- 
dited at the request of Lieut. -Gen.' 
Lucias D. Clay, our deputy mili- 
tary gdvernor for Germany, on the 
ground that his services Were re- 
quired in Germany arid that 
he 


could not be sent there except as 
an American citizen. 
Now 
Mr. 


Deutch says he did not go to Ger- 
many following his naturalization 
but remained at his duties 
in 
Washington by request .of his su- 
perior in the office -of war mobili- 
zation. He has since left the gov- 
ernment service and 
opened 
his 


own practice as an engineer, 
j 


He said he had no 
"political" 
sponsors but that he' was recom- 
mehded for government service fay 
Col. Howard E. Bennion, 
of 
the 


Edison Electrical Institute, George 
Messersmith, then our ambassador 
to Mexico, and others. He says 
he was first 
employed 
by 
the 


board of economic warfare —but 
after Henry Wallace had left that 
bureau r— to give information on 
the location of power, plants 
in 


Germany, and that he has .never 
met Wallace. Mr. Deutch says he 
never was "a policy guy'! in any 
of his government 
positions 
but 
was just an engineer giving good 
advice.

He was born in, Smolensk, Rus- 
sia, in 1907, was 34 at the time of 
Pearl Harbor, was deferred in the 
draft on the request 
of 
govern- 


ment agencies throughout the war 
and was an alien throughout his 
government service. However 
he 


did request induction and Bradley 
Dewey, of Cambridge, 
Mass. , a 


Republican, who was rubber direc- 
tor in 
the 'War 
Administration, 
writes that he "had to tie 
him 
down 'to keep him from throwing 
up his job and enlisting as a com- 
luon seaman." 


"He is not only an American," 
Mr. Dewey writes, "but as good an 
anti-Communist as you or I ever 
thought of being and he is essen- 
tially anti-bureaucrat." 


Senator E. H. Moore, of Okla- 


homa, 
became 
interested 
in 


Deutch's career on the representa- 
tions of certain oil men that the in- 
dustry could have provided a na- 
tive American to d o the 
same 


work at least as 'well. 
He 
ad- 


dressed inquiries to the Office "of 
War Mobilization and 
Reconver- 
sion and received a long pedigree. 
The O. W. M. reported that Deutch 
was employed as a junior engineer 
in Belgium from July 1929 to April 
1930; 
worked in New York for a 
public utility holding company un- 
til August 1942 when he became 
an engineer on the staff for war- 
fare analysis of the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, making "confiden- 
tial studies on the reoccupation of 
Europe;" and went to the W. P. B. 
in September 1943 as "senior in- 
dustrial analyst devising methods 
and standards for determining ma- 
terial and equipment requirements 
of manufacturing 
plants 
and 


military 
construction projects." 


From May, 1943, 
to 
January, 


1045, 
he was "special assistant 
to 


the program vice chairman," act- 
ing for him as' principal contact

Mr. Dewey writes, "but as good an 
anti-Communist as you or I ever 
thought of being and he is essen- 
tially anti-bureaucrat."

The O. W. M. reported that Deutch 
was employed as a junior engineer 
in Belgium from July 1929 to April 
1930; 
worked in New York for a 
public utility holding company un- 
til August 1942 when he became 
an engineer on the staff for war- 
fare analysis of the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, making "confiden- 
tial studies on the reoccupation of 
Europe;" and went to the W. P. B. 
in September 1943 as "senior in- 
dustrial analyst devising methods 
and standards for determining ma- 
terial and equipment requirements 
of manufacturing 
plants 
and 


military 
construction projects." 


From May, 1943, 
to 
January, 


1045, 
he was "special assistant 
to 


the program vice chairman," act- 
ing for him as' principal contact 
with the War Petroleum Adminis- 
tration, the Army-Navy Petroleum 
Board, the fuel branch of the army 
air forces, the officer of the rub- 
ber director and other agencies "to 
plan and expedite the aviation gas- 
oline, synthetic rubber and co-re- 
lated programs."
